With a nonchalance that would have 
done credit to a Machiavolli, Mr. Do- 
Cosmos roso to his foot yesterday and 
asked tho SpoaUor if iho res^oliUionB had

Tho Spoakor replied lliat they hud 
not, whereupon Mr. DoCosmos moved 
that the transmission bo stayed until

been made by tho Houao, and, in con- 
nection therewith, gave notice of tbe 
following motion : 

"That tho ilouso take into consid- 
eration, on Monday next, in Commits 
tee of tho Whole, the propriety of 
.-.Buggoatiog to tho Executive tho pass- 
^age, this session, of an Act eatablish- 
" ing a Ministerial Council." 

Tho introduction of this motion 
tbrew the whole House, with the ox- 
oeption of the few who were in tho 
-secret, into a furore of excitement. 
iDr Dickson and Mr Young both do- 
nonnoed it as flagrant and outnageous, 
'and Dr Ash was quite as severe, 
•while Mr McOlure and Dr Trimble, 
after a brief whispered colloquy with 
tUo mover, swallowed tho 'dose and 
consented to dispose of their constitu. 
enoies for the chance of securing a 
seat in the Ministerial Council. 
The members who had conscientiously 
supported the resolutions saw at a 
' glance that gubernatorial influx 
enco had beon brought to boar upon 
the "purest and host" of tho land, 
during tho last two d.ays, and after 
vainly attempting to stem tho current 
of corruption which had commenced 
to flow, Messrs Young, Ash and Dick- 
son boat an indignant retreat and 
left tho three recreant Clubitos to their 
fate. With the consent of Messrs 
Pidwell'ahd Powell, tho rulog of tho 
-Houso woro suspended, and tho trans- 
mission of tho resolutions " stayed 
until further orders." Tho motion oi 
Mr DoCosmos will bo considered on 
Monday. This extraordinary " turn- 
abb'nUand-jnmp- Jim-Crow" game ha.s 
created a greater amount of indigna- 
tion in town than any political ovont 
that has yot taken jjlaco in this 
Colony; and tho prevailing idea i.s, 
that tho throe morabors who have 
proved recreant to their trusts had 
accepted seats in the proposed Alinis- 
terial Council in cxciiango for their 
votes yesterday. Jiut in ilioir cayor^ 
ness to secure an honorable posiliuu in 
the country, those plotters forgot 
that, according to our Coiisiiluiion, 
the Governor can no more constitute 
a Ministerial Council than ho can 
create a Star Chamber, lie daro no 
more depart from his Lottor of Ins 
Btructious — which ia our only Ccnsti- 
tution — than ho daro dcclaro liiin.sull 
the JLiug of Vancouver inland aiul il.s 
dependencies. They also ovcrluuked 
another important fact* that tliey liavo 
killed tho no "confidence" I'osoiutiouH, 
lor when they suHpoiuled tlicin like tiio 
Bword of Daiuocicri over Jfi.s I'^xcel- 
loncy's head, which was to bo HuH'orud 
to tall if ho lailud to accept three 
naembers of tho Lower Jlou.'je (mean- 
ing thomselvoa) urf his advisirs, they 
placed it in the (lovurnor's power to 
write to the Culunial ( jllico to the fol- 
lowing ollccl: "These men want 
official poaitiun and patronage; il 1 
had consontod to employ them, tho 
vote of 'no confidence' would not 
have beon passed.

Woro wo not right on Tuesday, 
wlieD we Biiid that tho Assembly had 
been caught in a trap? Tho contompl- 
ible position tliat Lhe.so poliiioal char- 
latans occupy to-(iuy ill i)ubli(; estima- 
tion iadifflOttIt to do iuribu. Ul' all llio 
demagogues in iho iiouso they have 
cried tho loudest' for tho People's 
£igbtBjbatife bow appears that, like 



a Siwasbi with his fish, they have ped- 
dled thelo' rights from door to door cry- 
ing "how much?" and have accept- 
ed the first offer. Andof suoh are Vani 
cioiivor politicians! In tho course 
of his romarks yesterday, Mr. 
DoCosinOB said, " tho country 
wants peace." Mr. DoCosmos is 
right. Tho conntry docs wants pluco. 
It has no dosiro to bo perpetually in 
political hot water. It is sick and 
tired of tho political firebrands that 
aro continually being hurled into its 
midst by DoCosmos and his followers. 
It is weary of novor-onding political 
agitation. J3ut it does not want a 
patchod-up — a,purchascd peace. Itdoes 
not want its ropreaontatiTOS to ox^ 
change its intorosls for tlio privilege 
of being called ^' Miimtcrial Council- 
lors;" or tho right to tack honorable 
(?) to their names. For ourselves wo 
are glad that the deathblow has been 
dealt to the rosolations, because their 
transraissioa homo, in our opinion, 
would have dono harm to tho Colony, 
and bocauso tho moderate resolutions 
IH'oporiod by tho S]3oakor, but rojoctcd 
by ilio corriipf. majority, would have 
done good ; but wo cordially sj'mpa- 
thiao with tho honorable gentlemen 
who conscientiously favored their 
passage, in their disappointment.

YESfERDAY'S DESPATCHES I ^ 

California. 

San FraccisBO, July 25th.— Tho bark La- 
bolio, which cleared (torn here Janaarj 2Stb, 
was wrecked. 

Ths Broinan bark Belle, under command 
of Captiiiu Tobias, on her passage from San 
Frnncisco to Hongkong, with a cargo valued 
at $300,000, waa oast away on the 4lh of 
Maroh on ao uninhabited' and daDgerous reef 
called Wake Island. The passengers and 
crow remained on board during the night, 
tho sea breaking fesrfully over the wreck all 
tho while, and lauded with difBculty through 
the breakers the following dny. After an 
inefTcotual search for water and much piiva- 
lion, it became imperative to take to the 
boats, taking such provisions and water as 
were saved from thB .wre|ck. The pasaen-. 
gers were traosferied to libe ship's long-boat^ 
in charge of the first' mate, the oaptaio 
preferripg iSis gig, and on the 27ili, botb 
boats sailed for Lad'rone or Mariana 
Island— twenty>-two persons with provi- 
sions, ia an open boat but 22 feet in length, 
to nodertake a voyage of 1400 miles, subject 
to oocasioaal storms, calms, tropical sun, 
short rations, over ao ocean studded with bid-, 
dee rooks and coral reefs. The captain, with 
eight persons in a small boat, nbiob left at 
the same tiqe has not been heard from, and 
unlesi picked '^P hy some cbanco vessel 
most have been awamped, as a heavy cross 
sea was met wiih sbortly after leaving the 
lalaod. Among tho passengers were Mud- 
aine Anna Bishop, .Miss Pbclan, Mr Shuliz, 
Charles Lascclles, of tho celebrated English 
opera troupe, and Eng. M. VacReed of Ka- 
oagawa. A sobooner has been sent to search 
for the missing boat among the Islands to 
the northward, and to return to Wake Is- 
land and remove a large amount of treasure 
which was saved and buried tlicro.

A'ler lengthened deliberation, a reply to a 
gubernatorial niessafie was adopted by a full 
House the other day, and ordered to be lor-: 
warded, with sundry resolutions, through His 
Excellency to Her Majesty. To-day, before 
the clerks coold perioim their task, the Rules 
were suspeeded, and, in a tbla Hoose, five 
7nem&er« direct that the order be not carried 
out until some yec undefined alteration in the 
constitution of the Colony shall be passed by 
the House an 1 submitted for His E.xcellon- 
cy's assent. Should the assent be withheld, 
then the condemnatory documents are to be 
eenll It is surprising that the fact escaped 
the attention ol the leading statesman that the 
test mensure is an utterly impracticable one. 
Ad Executive Council now exists by au- 
thority pt^lbe imperial Farliameot, and, 
wbetfaer 'wfBely cocistitated or not, cannot 
be ignored or set aside by any authority in 
the Colony. Such a committee as Is pro- 
posed cohid not supplant the Executive 
Council, and the latter body could not, with- 
out on entire abandonment of sell-respect, 
permit such an invasion ol iti- riuhls to lake 
place without impeacliing the Governor lor 
maladminiatratinn and disregard oftlio Ivoyiil 
lostruclions wore he to venture upon the 
course 8ui;t>csled. It is to be hoped that a 
full House will rebuke the temerity of the 
anpiring five, and show that it is not igno- 
rant ol eon.stiiutional law.

He walked up Iho ladder wilh a 
lirm step, paying little or no attention to 
ihiise around him, or to anyboily in fad, ex- 
cept his relifjious advisors'. Only once dur- 
ing the ceremony had hia mind apparently 
WMUilereii to other things. Aa he w.u leav- 
ing; his cell, ^tlie keeper, who bad mainly 
taken eliargu ol him, extended his band and 
H(i,id '' (Jdoil-hye;" I'robsl respmided "(joml- 
bye," while his voice choked with emotion 
and tear.") filled his eyes.
